Venezuela, Secretary Root Says. 
Secretary Root in his letter, now 
made public, to the United States min­ 
ister a t Caracas, repeating the demand, 
always refused by Venezuela, for arbi­ 
tration of American claims, said: 
“Notwithstanding the long and un­ 
broken friendship manifested by the 
United States for Venezuela, notwith­ 
standing the repeated occasions upon 
which the United States has Intervened 
as a friend in need to relieve Venezue­ 
la from disagreeable aud dangerous 
complications with other foreign pow­ 
ers, the government of Venezuela has 
within the past few years practically 
confiscated or destroyed all the sub­ 
stantial property Interests of Ameri­ 
cans in th at country. 
“This has been done sometimes in 
accordance with forms of law and con­ 
trary to the spirit of the law; some­ 
times without even form of law’, by one 
device or another, with the action of j 
the government apparently alw ays hos­ 
tile to American Interests, until of the 
many millions of dollars Invested by 
American citizens in that country prac­ 
tically nothing remains.”

Quick Work to Save Entombed Men by 
Fo rcing Supply of Fresh 
Air Into 
Coal Workings. 
Extraordinary means were adopted 
for the relief of the men emtombed by 
the explosion at the Barnstead colliery, 
near Birmingham. 
This was one of 
the worst of English mine disasters. 
The dead recovered numbered about 
twenty-five. 
To enable the rescuers to penetrate 
tile mine workings it was necessary to 
reverse the ventilating system. 
To do 
this required a new fan, connected by 
new ducts with the old shafts. 
A 
sixty inch Sirocco turbine fan, deliv­ 
ering 80,000 cubic feet of air a minute, 
was hastily requisitioned from a neigh­ 
boring colliery. 
A hundred men then 
went to work with feverish haste to 
Install the fan, which w as six times 
more powerful than the fan previously 
In use. 
Laboring night and day, the men laid 
10,000 bricks In less than twenty-four 
hours. 
This provided the fan founda­ 
tion and part of the ducts.

culvert and an additional duct con­ 
necting with the old downcast shaft of 
the mine had ta be constructed aud 
steam mains laid to connect the fan en­ 
gine with the colliery boiler house.

VOTING MACHINES. 
If you are not able to vote by machine on accou nt of disability or inability t/» 
read English, and mak e affidavit to that effect, you will be instru cted by the 
Polling Clerk s, as in the case of voting by ballot. If you req u est it you will be 
Instru cted by the Polling Clerk s as to the manner of voting by machine. You 
cannot remain In the voting machine booth more than one minu te; no person 
can be In or near the machine when a voter is voting u nless it is the Polling 
Clerk s while instru cting and assisting the voter.

a ny election held in this State; or whoever attempts to indu ce any person to 
v o te or to refrain from voting for any candidate for any office to be 
v o ted fo r 
a t a ny 
election held pu rsu ant to law or at any primary held in this 
Sta te, by 
offering su ch person any reward or favor, shall be fined In any su m not more 
tha n fifty dollars and disfranchised and rendered incapable of holding 
a ny 
offloe of tru st or profit for a period of ten years from the date of su ch convic­ 
tion. 
Penalty for 
Sel l i ng or Offeri ng 
to Sel l Votes. 
2. 
Whoever sells, barters, or offers to sell or barter his vote or offers to 
refrain from voting for any candidate for any office to be voted for at any elac* 
tion held in this State, either for any money or property or thing of valu e or 
for any promise or favor or hope of reward, given or offered by any candidate 
to be voted for at any election held in this state or by an 
y other person or 
persons, shall be fined in any su m not more than fifty dollars and disfranchised 
and rendered incapable of holding any office of tru st or profit for a period of 
*en years from the date of su ch conviction.
